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SOUTH AFRICA'S RULER 
South Africa la a lar-away land thit 
Americana don't ordinarily give much thought 
to, but there'8 a polittcal crisis down there 
now which ahould command our attention, 
Thla situation Is rooted In tho turbulent 
relations between tho whltea.of Europein 
descent and the native blacks, and between 
the two main European atralns— the Boera of 
largely Dutch ancestry and the British. 

Prime Minister IJanlel Malan, a Boer and 
the leader of the Nationalist party now In 
control of the government, precipitated the 
storm in Its present phaje. 

After he took over;- Malan adopted a num- 
ber of policies Involving the critical racial U- 
Bues that beset South Africa. Were we lamU- 
lar with the full details of these policies, we 
Americans would certainly differ widely 
among ourselves on their wisdom. Since we 
are not thUB informed, there Is no point In 
r entering that part of the controversy. 
Where we can rightly express ourselves Is 
on a constitutional question that has grown 
out of Malan'a program. 

The supreme court of South Africa nullKled 
one of the laws he had enghiaered to passaBo 
In the national parliament. Instead of ac- 
cepting the verdict of the court as valid, 
Malan has now undertaken to curb the court's 
power over the legislature. 

Apparently there are a great many learned 
legal arguments on the Issue of whether 
South Africa actually has a real constltu-' 
tion or not. These are not for ua. 

All we need to know Is this: The South 
AI rtcan- court -wasn ' tcoii tenainflHsrpan! 
ment lacked the power to pass laws without 
cburt approvals It simply argued that the laws 
must be passed according to the rules which 
the parliament itself has set up for Its own 
operations. In the case which provoked 
Malan, the parliament had not followed the 
rules,
